WASHINGTON, June 4—Gen. 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, retiring Air

This appeared to have reference 
to the President’s statement May 
19 that “today three aircraft with 
modern weapons can practically 
duplicate the destructive power of 
all the 2700 planes we unleashed 
in the great break-out attack from 
the Normandy beachhead.” 

Vandenberg said he would 
have to give a detailed reply be- 
hind closed doors because this in- 
volved military secrets, but added 
that he would like to comment. 

Various Factors Involved. 

Considering the “payload in an 
individual bomber,” he said. 
“these are much more destructive 
than those of World War II.” But 
this is only a portion of the prob- 
lem. There are other factors, such 
as the number of targets, their 
dispersion and the losses to be ex- 
pected in order to be certain to 
get one bomb on the target.

(AP)—The biggest atom bomb 
ever exploded in the United States

vada proving ground. ' 
The fireball boiled for more 
than 30 seconds, indicating an in- 
tensity twice that of any previous 
bomb or device deténated in the 
desert. 

The 20-kiloton Hiroshima bomb 
had a 10second fireball. (A kilo- 
ton is the scientists’ term for the 
equivalent of 1000 tons of TNT.) 
The power of today’s weapon 
was probably not less than 
kilotons. The Atomic En 
Commission has previously det- 
onated three devices at . Yucca 
Flat that have had an intensity 
greater than the so-called nominal 
or Hiroshima bomb. 

Scientific Director Alvin C. 
Graves has said the device was a 
refinement of one tested previ- 
ously in this series. It incorpo- 
rated a “discovery” made in the 
previous shot, he said, but he did 
not elaborate. . 

Dropped from an extremely 
high-flying B-36, the unprecedent- 
ed bomb flashed across the entire 
horizon and bathed the desert in 
a ghostly white flash for at least 
five seconds. Then it formed into 
a brilliant golden fireball,

Now, I have traveled from one 
end of the nation to the other 
years past, and since December, 
as this little chart will indicate, 1 
have been into most of the agri- 
cultural areas, and we have held 
meetings with farmers. I have ad- 
dressed them and conversed with 
them, learned of their problems, 
and listened to their comments 
and their hopes and their desires, 
and in order to get a broad .pic- 
ture of the situatfon in agricul- 
ture today, we need to go back to 
1947. In that year farmers were 
receiving good prices, and the 
relationship between their prices 
and the prices they had to pay for 
the things they purchased were 
favorable. : 

But since that time there has 
been a rather rapid decline in 
farm prices for the last two years, 
as this chart will indicate. The 
trend of prices received by farm- 
ers has been downward, while 
their costs, as represented here, 
have remained relatively high. 
That means, as every farmer 
knows, he has been caught in a 
squeeze. However, during the last 
few months; prices have tended to 
stabilize, as you can see, and 
costs have came down somewhat, 
reducing that squeeze. But during 
this two-year period, 1951 to 1952, 
farmer prices declined 16 per 


Mr. President. Normally farmers 
export about 10 per cent of their 
growth of production. That is a 
very important part. However, 
there has been a decline in ex- 
ports in the last two or three 
years. Two years ago, for ex- 
ample, we exported: about half of 


last year alone there has been a 
decline of 15 per cent in our ex- 
ports abroad. In order for agricul- 
ture to be prosperous, they must 
not only have good markets at 
home but big markets abroad, 
and, of course, this is a two-way 
road in foreign trade. So if we 
sell abroad, we must also permit 
them to sell here. That is why 
fafmers are in favor of the ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade 
program. We think of business 
men and manufacturers as being 
primarily interested in foreign 
trade, but I presume the individ- 
ual who is most deeply concerned 
with this matter of foreign trade 
is this man we call the American 
farmer. 


Surplus and Moral Values. 

EISENHOWER: Well, I think, 
Mr. Secretary, you should talk 
just a little bit about our surplus. 
We hear a lot about them. Re- 
member, from our viewpoint it is 
not just dollars imvolved; it is 
nee values that are involved 


BENSON: That is very true. 
Mr. President. At the present 
time and for some months we 
have been purchasing, as you 
know, large quantities of farm 
products. These have been going 
into storage. They have been part 
of the present farm program. Of 
course, it is a very serious thing 
when we have large gccumula- 
tions of burdensome surpluses of 
farm products, and so we are be- 
ginning now to build programs 
from the grassroots that will pre- 
vent unreasonable supplies of 
these commodities which may re- 
sult in spoilage and some prod- 
ucts becoming rancid. 

We hope that we can prevent 
these surpluses, and the high cost 
to the taxpayer resulting there- 
from. We can all remember a 
few years ago when we had the 
large surplus of potatoes which 
were dyed blue in order to make 
them unsalable. The answer is not 
moving products into storage but 
into stomachs. 

EISENHOWER: Well, of course, 
Mr. Secretary, we do know this: 
We do need some surplus. We 
need surpluses to carry us over 
from one crop season to another.

EISENHOWER: And the only 
thing that you did not mention 
that I want to say just a word 
about is the research program in 
agriculture. It is very important. 
I visited Beltsville the other day, 
d I saw wonders in research 
that I wished every one of you 
could see. It will show you how 
the farmer is really getting new 
outlets for his crops. Now, thank 
you very much, Mr. Benson.

But in line 
with your suggestions, we have 
recently sent three pieces of ae 
islation to the Congress. 0 
deal with the school situation in 
the United States. The other 
piece of legislation deals with the 
restoration of the right of factory 
on to the Pure Food and 
Drug. : 

Shortly we will send to the 
Congress a piece of legislation 
which will extend the coverage 
of old-age and survivor’s insur- 
ance benefits to millions not now 
covered. 

We have had a group of 12 ex- 
perts studying this problem, and 
together with Treasury, we are 
developing a simplified plan of 
tax collection. Our plan would 
extend coverage to farmers, cer- 
tain state and local Government 
employes, self-employers, profes- 
sional people, domestic workers, 
farm laborers and others. 

Now, we have two laws or two 
bills which relate to the Office of 
Education. Of course, education 
is primarily the responsibility of 
the state and local communities, 
but there are certain communi- 
ties in which the Federal Govern- 
ment has created a problem. This 
occurred in several different ways. 
One, by removing land from the 
schoql tax rolls; and two, by add- 
ing student populations to the 
school roHs without taxable prop- 
erty. This occurs when the par- 
ents either live on or work on 
federal property. There are nota- 
ble examples of this situation in 
Limestone, Maine; in Derby, Kan- 
sas; in Piketown, Ohio. 

Now, the Federal Government 
recognizes its responsibility and 
shortly the Congress will start 
hearings on two bills which will 
aid these overcrowded school dis- 
tricts: one for construction and 
the other for maintenance and 
operation. | 

Food and Drug Problem. 

EISENHOWER: Well, now, Mrs. 
Hobby, tell.us something of that 
trouble we are having with the 
Food and Drug Act, will you 
please? 

MRS. HOBBY: Mr. President, 
that concerns me very much. We 
have sent to Congress an amend- 
ment to the Pure Food and Drug 
law. We believe.it is vital to the 
protection of the American peo- 
ple. If it is adopted by the Con- 
gress, it will restore the right of 
the Pure Food and Drug to in- 
spect the factories which produce 
and process food and drugs. Last 
faall, the Supreme Court held 
that the factory inspection lan- 
guage was contradictory, and that 
the inspectors could enter only 
when given consent.

Introduction of Brownell. 


And now, my friends, we come 
to this business of security inside 
our borders. It is a complicated 
job, because as we search out 
those people that are unfit to 
serve you, we must protect the 
innocent. That is what we are 
doing every day. We go after the 
weeds of disloyalty but we don't 
want to uproot a single good 
plant. 


The man at the head of that, as 
I told you before, is Herbert 
Brownell, and he is going to tell 
you about it now, and what he is 
trying to do in this field. 


BROWNELL: In the Department 
of Justice, Mr. President, we seek 
to protect the security of our 
homes, our internal security 
through the use of four laws or 
programs. First, we prosecute and 
jail the leaders of the Communist 
patty in this country and all those 
that seek to overthrow our gov- 
ernment by force and violence. We 
can do that largely because of 
the fine investigative work of the 
FBI arm of the Department of 
Justice under Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, and we are making good 
progress on that. 

Then second, we seek to en- 
force the law which requires 
agents of foreign governments 
who are in this country to regis- 
ter and to disclose their finantes 
and to label their propaganda

American people. We are meet- 
ing resistance on this, but we in- 
tend to pursue it vigorously. 

Then third, under the immigra- 
tion laws we are making fine 
progress on a program of de- 
naturalizing and deporting racket- 
eers and subversives who violated 
the hospitality of our country or 
who got here in the first place 
by false affidavits. 

And then finally, our fourth 
special tool to protect our inter- 
nal security is the employe. se- 
curity program that you spoke 
about as being a matter of good 
housekeeping. It is weeding out 
from the federal payrolls them- 
selves persons who are not good 
security risks. This went into 
effect just a few days ago, to 
replace the old loyalty program 
which was ineffective, and it is 
based on two ideas: One is that 
working for the Federal Govern- 
ment is a privilege and not an 
absolute right, so that the Gov- 
ernment is entitled to maintain 
high standards of trustworthiness 
in its employes. And the other 
idea is that there is a great dif- 
ference between disloyalty and 
being a security risk, for many 
of the employes could be a se- 
curity risk and still not be dis- 
loyal or have any. traitorous 
thoughts. But it. may be that 
their personal habits are such that 


they might be subject to black- 


mail by people who seek to de- 
stroy the safety of our country, 


or they may associate themselves 


with known subversives.

What made the telecast so important was the 
way in which it was put together and then run 
off. The affair was in the hands of a leading 
New York advertising agency, Batten, Barton, 
Durstine and Osborne, which contributed its 
services free of charge as “a public service.” 
To achieve the appearance of spontaneity, the 
script was carefully worked out in advance and 
then rehearsed twice in strictest secrecy. 

‘The result was a half hour during which the 
President and the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
Agriculture, and Welfare and the Attorney Gen- 
eral were essentially actors taking part in a 
playlet. They watched for their cues. They 
took their directions from the battery of skilled 
technicians who managed always to stay out of 
the camera’s eye. The television screen showed 
the smiling principals sitting easily in chairs in 
a seemingly simple room. But in actuality that 
simple room was a busy and tightly-managed 
stage with theatrical trappings.

The advertising agency approach and the de- 
vices and techniques of Hollywood and Radio 
City inevitably influenced the content of the 
telecast. For the content was highly selective. 
It had its substantial lines, as when President 
Eisenhower said “there is going to be no new 
Munich” and when Secretary Humphrey spoke 
for the Administration's program to continue 
federal taxes as they are for the rest of 1953. 
But aside from such exceptions the lines were 
significant more for what they did not say than 
for what they did. Homely platitudes about re- 
pairing the roof and mending the fences on the 
farm and emphasis on minor matters were de- 
signed to cover up the fact that many urgent 
issues were glossed over or ignored entirely. 
To return to stage language, the plot was thin 
“and the characterizations not too convincing. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson, for example, 
said farmers are for the reciprocal trade program 
because farm products cannot long be sold 
abroad unless Our overseas buyers have markets 
for their products in this country. His words 
sounded as if the Eisenhower Administration not 
only believed in reciprocal trade but was work- 
ing hard to extend it. There was not the least 


indication that the compromise bill the Adminis- - 


tration has accepted is form without substance.

Speaking as the head of the newest depart- 
ment—Health, Welfare and Education—Mrs.

‘The Worst Form of Subversion’ 

Oliver S. Carmichael gave St, Louis Univer- 
sity graduates an emphatic’ restatement of the 
meaning of democratic method to achieve dem- 
ocratic goals. For in current history our meth- 
ods have become about as powerful for good or 
evil as the ends we seek, and certainly as much 
under scrutiny in the world. 0 

Mr. Carmichael, president of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement cf Teaching, 
conceded that recent investigations of subver- 
sion have served useful purposes. But he added: 

Those in charge of the conduct of investi- 

_ gations should be reminded of the possibility 
that the methods employed in ferreting out 
and eliminating subversive influences could 
result in the worst form of subversion if 
freedom of inquiry and of teaching is 
jeopardized. 


History shows a clear danger in the idea that 
it is only “results” which count, not methods. 
Yet recent polls show that some of Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s strongest support comes from Ameri- 
cans who concede that his methods. may be 
questionable, yet insist the results are worth it. 

Worth what? The “suspicion and distrust” 
which Mr, Carmichael and many others find 
abroad in the land? These are the worst results 
of a sinister and alien doctrine that the ends 
justify the means. That doctrine has no place 
here.

Dr. Paul R. Hawley spoke wisdom when he 
said the medical profession has no cause for be- 
ing allergic to legitimate criticism. The director 
of the American College of Surgeons has been

_ attacked by some physicians for his criticism of 


unethical practices within the profession. Dr. 
Hawley has been particularly critical of fee-split- 
ting (the sharing of the patient’s fee by the 
specialist with the referring physician) and 
ghost surgery (the performance of an operation 
by a surgeon other than the one authorized by 
the patient). 

As he told the American Medical Association: 
“Organized medicine need not fear its own weak- 
nesses if it makes an honest and sincere effort 
to increase its usefulness to society.” A number 
of recent letters to the editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
provoked by a letter critical of pediatricians, 
certainly seem to bear out that statement. Many 
letter-writers came to their doctors’ defense, and 
the dominant tone was one of respect for the 
medical profession and its practitioners. 

A defensive attitude on the part of physicians 
themselves will do more harm than good. Their 
own conduct and their own patients are their 
best exemplars. Popular confidence rests on the 
expectation that they will not blink at malprac- 
tices, or try to talk them out of existence, but 


Will work to subjugate them with as much dedi- 


cation as they labor to conquer disease itself. 

Diagnosis and treatment of medical ills do not 
tend to undermine public confidence, but to re- 
assure and strengthen it. That is why the calls 
by the retiring president of the association, Dr. 
Louis H. Bauer, and the incoming president, Dr. 
Edward J. McCormick, for vigorous action 
against malpractices, are not only good medicine 
but good public policy as well.

DONNELLY URGED BY COUNTY 
TO SIGN ANNEXATION BILL 


The St. Louis County Planning 
Commission today urged Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly to approve a 
measure passed in the closing 
sessions of the State Legislature 
which would require cities seek- 
ing to annex an unincorporated 
area to obtain a circuit court or- 
der declaring the proposed an- 
nexation “reasonable and néces- 


ry. 
In a letter to Donnelly, M. Eu- 
gene Baughman, county planning 
director, expressed belief the bill 
would assist the county to control 
“problems of multiple jurisdic- 
tion.” He pointed out that in the 
12-year period from 1940 to 1952, 
a total of 56 small villages with 
insufficient assessed valuation and 
population to support municipal 
services have been incorporated 
in the county. 

“This deluge of smal munici- 
palities,” he wrote, has been 
caused by incorporation to escape 
annexation.” Baughman said he 
believed the pending legislation 
would slow the incorporation of 
such smal communities, if not 
stop it entirely. 


CAUTIONS FEDERAL RESERVE

The Federal Reserve System 
should use caution in its current 
“tight money” policy, Fred F. 
Florence, president of the Repub- 
lic National Bank of Dallas, Tex., 
told members of the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association last night at 
Hotel Jefferson.

Mrs. Kuraner, in St. Louis as 
a guest af the League of 
Women Voters, is meeting a great 
many women whose political en- 
thusiasm could tie that record 
easily. This civic consciousness of 
women is one of the many im- 
pressions she will be taking back 
to Germany; impressions she will 
transmit officially in the news- 
paper and magazine articles she 
writes and uwnofficially, to her 
butcher’s wife, for example, who 
said to her, “You must tell us all 


about the States. I am saving my 


money so I can go there once in 
my life.” 4 feels she will have 


know so much about 
America from novels and plays 
and movies,” she says, “but when 
we get here we still are amazed 
at its size. In Europe the world 
is very small. Here it is big.” 

The small, war-torn world of 
Europe is well known to Mrs. 
Kuraner, who has spent the last 
20 years escaping from one sec- 
tion to another, living a life story 
she describes as “a long story, a 
sad story, a very emotional story.”

ORN in Vienna, Austria, Mrs. 
Kuraner, who was then Elise 
Schreiber, niece of Sigmund 
Freud, received her education in 
Romance languages, and had just 
inished school when she was 
orced to leave Austria for France 
in 1934 because of growing Hitler- 
ism and the impossibility of Jews 
obtaining jobs there. In France she 
became a social worker caring for 
refugee children in a welfare or- 
ganization. There she met her 
husband, Maxim Kuraner, a po- 
litical refugee -from Germany. 
“We lived in Paris until the 
Germans came and my husband 
was taken to a concentration 
camp,” she recalls. “I left Paris 
on foot for Limoges in central 
France, about 300 miles away. It 
was a funny feeling, that trip. I 
remembered how I used to see, 
in the movies, the Chinese peo- 
ple hurrying along the roads to 
escape the floods or famine. I 


-pinched myself, and thought, ‘It 


is not a movie, It is real. I am 
walking on my feet down the 
road, like the poorest of them, 
begging food at farmhouses.’ 
There were thousands of us, refu- 
gees with cars, with children, with 


animals.” She shudders at the 
memory. . 

In Limoges, she ked for the 
same man for w she had 
worked in Paris, managing a 
home for pre-school children. 
When he left for the. United

Fix It Yourself

Applying ted Plastics. 


HEN it comes to taking a lot 

of punishment and always 

looking attractive, few things 
can beat these laminated plastics 
that you find on so many pieces 
of furniture as well as on kitchen 
work counters. 

Trouble has been that up ‘til 
a short time ago there was no 
practical way to apply these plas- 
tics in the home. They had to be 
applied by a professional. Naw 
it seems a new cement has been 
developed that makes it possible 
for you to apply these sheets to 
just about any solid wood or ply- 
wood surface. 

First job is to sand off any 
paint or varnish from the surface 
that is to be covered. 

Next you cut the sheet of plas- 
tic to fit and for this you need a 
fine-toothed. saw. Saw at a low 
angle to avoid chipping the plas- 
tic sheet. 

When the plastic fits perfectly 
coat the back of it with the bond- 
ing cement and also the surface 
of the work to be covered. Allow 
the bonding cement to set for 
about 40 minutes or until a piece 
of wrapping paper can be pressed 
over it and then withdrawn with- 
out picking up any of the cement. 

Now things become just a little 
tricky. The plastic must be set 
in place with a good deal of ac- 
curacy because that bonding ce- 
ment is real good stuff and once 
the covering is on you can’t move 
it about. 

When the covering is in place, 
go over it with a rolling pin ap- 

lying as much pressure as possi- 
Bie. Remove any excess cement 
that comes out along the edges 
and then trim down the edges of 
the plastic with a fine-toothed 
saw.
